Freshwater Creek Falls, 7 miles by rail from Cairns to 
Redlynch, thence by road 9 miles. 

Surprise Creek Falls, about 15 miles by rail from Cairns. 

Carrington Falls, 68 miles by rail from Cairns, and 

7 miles beyond Atherton by road. 

Wild River Falls, 4 miles by road from Herberton. 

Chillagoe Caves, 139 miles by rail from Cairns. 

Mungana Caves, 149 miles by rail from Cairns. 
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
